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The Athenian mairistrntos took an oalli never 
to keep a citizen in bonds that ctin hi give three 
sureties of tho some quality with himself; hut 
with nn exception to such us had embezzled the 
public money, w boon guilty of treasonable prac- 
tices. 

In Turkey murder is never prosecuted by the 
officers of government, mid it is the business of 
tlio next relations, nnd them only, to avenge the 
sloughtor of their kinsman; nnd if they miliar 
choso (as they usually do) lo compound the inat- 
tor for money, nothing more is said nbout il — 
Lady Montague. 

The trial by rack is ntioily unknown to llie 
laws of England; though once when the Dukes 
of Exeter and Suffolk, nnd uther ministers of 
Ilonry IV, hail laid a design to inlroducc tho ci- 
vil law into thai country its iho nile of govern- 
mont, for the beginning thereof, ihey erected a 
rack for loiturn; which was called in derision, 
"tho Duke of Exeter's Daughter," unci still re- 
mains in lite tower of London. 

Tho law of tho twelve tablos at Rome, fined 
every person that struck another, fivo-nnd-twcnly 
denari: and in Iho more opulent days of the crh- 
piro, this grew to bo a punishment of so Utile 
consequence, that Aulius Gellius tells n sinryof 
0110 Lucius Nonitus, who made il his diveision 
to givo a blow lo whomsoever ho pleased, and 
then tendered them llie legal forfeiture. 

The whole territory ofl'onnsylvanin wns grant 
oil by docd, or "Royal Charter," lo Win. l'enn 
by Charles II, of England, in consideration am 
"regard to the memory and merit* of hit late fa 
iher in direr* sirriecf, and 'particularly til con- 
duct, courage and discretion in the signal battle 
and victory fought and obtained against the 
Dutch fleet, commanded by the llecr Van Opdam, 
in the year Kitift," and by him to bo holtlen, (in- 
cluding "irArinw" and "sturgeons") nnd to his 
heirs nnd assigns, "in free nnd common socage, 
by faulty only for nil services, and not in capita, 
or by knight's scrvicc,yioliling and paying t hero- 
for tiro braver skins, to bo delivered nt Wiinl.-nr 
Cnslle, on the 1st day of January in every year, 
and nlso the fifth pan o( all the gold and silver 
oro which shull bo found," Aic. 

The first daily paper published in London, was 

in tho year 1700, in the reign of Queen Ai 

called the Daily Commit, At that time there 
woro 17 others published ihiicoaweok.andoiie 
twice. 


For many yenrs slier the Norman conquest, 
the records of the English courts, as well as tho 
arguments of counsel and decisions,wcro all writ- 
ten in Noim.ni or law French; it continued till 
the reign of F.dward 3d, who, says Bl., having 
mploycd bis arms successfully iu subduing tho 
AVisa of Franco, thought it unbeseeming tho 
dignity of the victors to use any lunger the lan- 
guage of a vanquished ccunlry. Tho pleadings 
woro afterwards in the F.ngliah, but curollod in 
Latin. 

When Cromwell becamo Protector, he liad 
the Intin records and phrasos tinned into En- 
glish. But at the restoration of Charles II, this 
novelty wns no longer rountennnced, tho practi- 
tioners finding it very difficult to express them- 
selves so concisely or significantly iu other lan- 
guage than ihe latin. 

Cathnrino II, of Russia, gave orders that ftfl 
punishment of death should be abolished thro'- 
out her dominions, being fully persuaded of iis 
usclcsancss and pemiciousncss. 

By the laws of tho Jows and F.gyptians, ns 
mentioned by Josephus and Diodoms Siculus, 
whoever wiihout sufficient causo wns found wilh 
any mortal poison in bis custody, should himself 
ie obliged to take it.

Crimes (sajs Beccar) are more effectually pre- 
vented by tho certainty, than by the severity, of 
punishment. For Ihe excessive severity of laws, 
says Montesquieu, hinders iheir execution. — 
When the punishment surpasses all mousuro,thc 
public will frequeiilly, out of humanity, prefer 
impunity to it. 

Jonathan Wild had under him, iu England, a 
corps of thieves, during the reign of George I, 
and kept nn extensive depository for receiving 
stolen goods: ho would become nn informer him- 
self, for the pntpoao of receiving from the owners 
ouo half the price, and stifling further inquiry, 
lie was finally taken, ami on conviction execu- 
ted as a felon. 

Not n ninth part of the population of Alliens 
were admitted to the privilege of voting in th 
assemblies of tho people, and indeed nine-tenths 
of the iiihubilants throughout all Greece were 
slaves.— AVnf. 

Paley said that about one half of llie Com- 
mons of Great Britain wcro clectod by iho peo-

It was a piinr.iplo engrafted in iho lnw of the 
Twelve Tables of Rome that il a man neglected 
10 loach his son a trade, he was not obliged to 
maintain his father when in want — nor wns anil 
Icgitimato child bound lo maintain his father. 

By the law of the Twelve Tables, if a slave 
killed his Mastor, he was thrown from tho Tar 
puian Roik; fnlso witnesses were thrown head 
long from thoCapilol, nnd parricides were sown 
up in a bag and thrown into tho Tiber. 

When tho French revolution had swept nway 
ihe old laws of iho nation, tho govcrnmonl seem- 
ed lo have declared war ngainsl the inarriago con- 
irnci, and six thousand divorces arc said to have 
taken plnco in Paris, iu the since of two years 
nnd three months.

ted tho attention of Napoleon. Massciia was 
asked by Napoleon, who only knew Soull by re- 
port, what was bis reputation: "For judgment 
and courage.,** replied Masseua, "ho has no supe- 
rior." The almost immediate issue of tins re- 
commendation, was tho appointment to the com- 
mand of Chasseurs of the Consular Guard, and 
subsequently, of ili<- army encamped nt Bolougne, 
intended fm the invasion of F.nghtiid. In l*s01, 
at the UC of lhirly-fivc, ho was created a Mar- 
shal of Fiance. 

Soull commanded the centre at the bailie of 
Auslerliiz. When Napoleon was giving his in- 
structions, he said to fjotiii, "as lor you, act as 
you always do." It was on thai occasiou lint he 
delayed obeying the commands of Ihe Kinperor 
to attack the heights of I'rat/oii, until tltey had 
been repeated several times, aud Bona'iarlc ex- 
pressed indignation at his di -obedience. " Tell 
(he Kiu|reror, n replied .Soull, "that I will obey, 
but not just now. lie wns watching the move- 
ments of the Russians, and when hu did atlnck, 
lite triumph was complete. Boiiapnrtc, who bad 
seen Ihe mann iivic, rode up to him in the pre- 
sence of the whole staff, and saitl, " Marshal. I 
esteem you the ablest tactician in my Empire. " 
After tho battle of Kglau, he was cri;ated Duke 
of Dalmnlia. 

In |N()S he was sent into Spain, where he 
continued for five years, with little success, yet 
having signalized himsolfby his cotirnge and skill 
on several occasions. His first military duty, wna 
the panuil of Sir John Moore, and when that 
distinguished officer fell at Comiinn, Soull mag- 
nanimously paid funeral honors lo his memory, 
and ordered a monumental inscription lo bo en- 
graved on the rock near which he fell. He next 
invaded Portugal, where he wasnl fust vety suc- 
cessful, and made him liopular. When, however, 
the Duke of Wellington moved against him, he 
wns surprised at the passage of the Deuro, and 
only escaped by lb - : Iosa of artillery and baggage. 
His retreat is considered by military lueu as n 
great military achievement. Ho continued wilh 
vnrinus success, until he was recalled to joiu the 
Emperor in his Russian Kxjieuiiion. During 
his absence from Siniiu. tho liatllo of Vittoria 
was fought, in which the Freuch were totally de- 
feated by llie Dukoof Wellington, and Smilt was 
remanded from Dresden lo repair tho disaster. 
lie was twice repulsed from Pumpcluna, diiven, 
after a terrible defence of Iwo days, from his en- 
trenched camp at Bayonno; again defeated at Or- 
thcz. nnd oguiu iu 1M I, nficr publishing n proc- 
lamation in fuvor of Napoleon, then, in the inidsl 
cf bis reverses, he was defeslcd under the walls 
of Tboulousc. He finally gave in, surrendered 
bis command to the Duke of Angoulcuic, and 
gave bis adhesion to I.ouis .W 111., who contin- 
ued him in his titles and properly, made him a 
general el division, and in Docombor 161 1. Mu.. 
isler at War. 

On Biinnparlu's return, Soull wns made n peer, 
and fought fur him ai Ficurus and Waterloo. Un 
the second restoration, ho was among the pro- 
scribed, nnd rctiretl lo the Duchy of ftarg, where 
he is said to hare employed himself iu writing 
his memoirs. 

He received permission to icltirn to France, 
in 1818, and WU made a Marshal again. In 
1830, he joined with IxmisPiullippe, and his sub- 
sequent course as nn able statesman, and cabi- 
net mini.-tcr is well known. 

Soull was undoubtedly one of the most able, 
as be wns one of the most favored of Napoleon's 
Generals. Ho has beeu as remarkable fur I 
prudence and juilginont, as for his courage and 
military skill.

Our renders will perhaps ho pleased with the 
following brief biographical sketch of a man, 
who proved himself one of tho ablest of Napo- 
leon's Captains, and has siucc shown that as a 
wise statesman, be has met with few equals in 
the present age. 

The celebrated Marshal Soull is now about 
seventy-six years of age, having been bom on 
tho 20th of March, 17(S0. lie is a native of Si. 
Ainnnil. in ihe dopattment of Tun. He enter- 
ed into tho nttny as a piivato at sixteen years of 
age, and hail ri-cn nt the ngo of twcnty-lwo to 
the employment of Military instructor in the ar- 
my of the Upper Rhine, under Marshal Lodkner, 
with Iho rank of sub-lieutenant of grenadiers. — 
Within two monllis ho was mndo adjutant-major 
and carflain; this was in 1701. His next appoiul- 
incnl was in the stnffof llorhe, then cotnmniidei- 
in-chicf. In the snmc year he commanded a re- 
giment under General l^ifebvrc, nnd distinguish- 
ed himself so much in that situation, and his sub- 
sequent servicos under Joiirdan, Ihnt he was 
brcvettf d flcncral of Brigade in 17D-I, then be 
ing but twapty-fivo years of age. At die battle 
t" Aiien-Rhxhen, soon afterwards ho made a 
memorable defence and retreat, which acquired 
1 1 m much reputation. He had been despatched 
lo the left ofthe army with three battalions, and 
one hundred and fifty cavalry. In the mean lime 
a change of position hail taken place, and he 
found himself surrounded by four thousand Aus- 
trian cavalry. Though repeatedly summoned 
lo surrender, be rallied his forces, and repulsed 
sovcrol charges of the enemy, and finally carriod 
his troops safely to rejoin tho army. Ho also 
distinguished himself at llie battle of Ficurus. 

After the peace of Campo 1'ormio, concluded 
by Bmaparic, Juuborl was ap|K>iatcd to the new 
array of the Rhine, and Soult was ruado a gen- 
eral of division, and employed in supprtasning 
the disturbances in Switzerland. He next serv- 
ed in Italy, under Massens, and was shut up with

In porttsing the remarks of the F.nglish press,

From the time 
ml llie Pilgrim Fulhera landed ou these shores! 
o the present moment, the older settlements 
iovo been constanily throwing off a hardy, rest- 
less and lawless pioneer |m|iulation, which has 
kept in advance, subduing the wilderness and 
preparing Ihe way fot moie orderly settlers wiio 
tread rapidly upon iheir footsteps. It is but a 
short time sineo Western Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island, although now pro- 
verbially Ihe laud of "steady hubils" and good 
morals, presented a population no ways superior 
socinljy lo that of Texas ot the preseul day; as 
their number increased, law and order obtained 
control, and those uuablo lo bear constraint 
sought new homes. TImiso lallor have rolled for- 
ward iu advance of civilization, like the surf on 
au advancing wave, indicative of its rcM.itless 
proach. This is the natural unchangeable ef- 
fect of our position upou ibis coutinont, and it 
must continue until the watcis of tho Pacific 
havo hummed in and restrained llie onward 
movement. 

To say that the settlement of a fertile and un- 
appropriated soil by right of individual purchase 
is iho aggression of a government is absurd. — 
Equally ridiculous is il lo suppose that when a 
band of hardy settlers have reclaimed the wilder- 
ness, multiplied in numbers, built up a commu- 
nity and organized a government, that they have 
not tho right lo claim tho confederation of that 
society of States ftom (lie bosom of which they 
emanated.

The most 
useful divi-ion, Ihoso who nre absolutely iudis- 
pcnsabl \ who supply our wauls and comforts, 
who make even the pride and factitious inqior- 
lance of iIig rich drones, nre regarded by these 
curled darlingsof aristocracy as unfit associates; 
nud yri.bow trite it would bo to enumerate 
tome, how utterly impossible to chronicle «r/f the 
benefits that the skill, inventive power, nnd in- 
dtisiry of the mechanic have bequeathed to man- 
kind. 

Iu China, those youths who are destined for 
statesmen, rocoivo a thorough education with n 
view |0 that end, nud are placed in tho fi'sl clnss. 
BstanAom ibis, we might catch a suggestion, ami 
incorporate into our common school system some 
provision requiring those who were ambitious of 
becoming legi&lators, to bo taught a couiso of in- 
itiatory parliamentary and common law erudition, 
that would exclude from our statute bonk many 
inconsiderate and ill-advised laws. 

Next to the statesmen, are ranked the mechan- 
ics, in ndvancu of the morchnnis, shippers and 
other classes. They nie assigned this high no- 
sition, in consideration of their merits and theii 
usefulness, nnd no reasonable man can fail to be 
impressed wilh iis propriety and justness.
